There is a large military 
ast constrnoted of steel plaiting, stiff- 
ned with iron, and on top of this is a 
—_—_ mast, The larger mast is hol- 
ow and a person can climb np inside 
pf it by means of s Jacob's ladder: 
turrets on the deck; in which are 
he big guns, are & yery good imitation 
bf steel armor plate, being made out 
of wood framing covered with cement. 
On the berth deck are two rooms, 
one in the bow, the other in the stern, 
for torpedoes.

A novelty 
Ong these details is the Franklin 
ifs buoy, It comprises fonr water+ 
tight air chambers of sheet copper, 
Une man can be eaily sapported by 
it and three men can hang on to it in 
the water. It is nnique in that it has 
antomatio lighting apparatus and 
torches for night signalss The illy- 
mination 1s effected by phosphide of 
icium in two emall tin cages. If « 
wreck occurred at night and the life 
buoy followed directions closely, any- 
body fortunate enongh to get hold of 
it wonld find himself the center of the 
most brilliant kind of stage light. It 
is hardly neceasary to ay that the 
Franklin life buoy is thus far simply 
brilliant experiment. 

There is one thing, of course, in 
which the Illinois is lacking. There 
are 110 rigging and sails, for these are 
bits of antiquity that are ' no longer 
ased by the most fashionable ships, 

Another very interesting part of the 
exhibit is that devoted to flags and 
signals.

I have sclected Cincinnati, Ohio, as 
the place for the national conveution 
becanse it is the most convenient potnt 
to all sections of the country, But 
before issning the call, I would be 
pleased to accept a postal-card advice 
from as many as may have an opinion 
to advance relative to the convention 
under oconsideration. 

That we may be explicit aud no mis- 
take prevail, let-it be understood that 
this convention, if called, will not be 
a mere convenience for certain charac- 
ters to scek and obtain cheap noto- 
riety.

MISSIONARY DEPARTMENT, 
What the Connell of Bishops Said In 
their Quadrennial Address to the 
Late General Conference in 
Philadelphia, 


The Department of Missions neceass- 
rily lies at the foundation of -=1} -chaurcb 
extension and prop»gation, and no ec 
clesiustical denomination is entitled to 
avy respect which is devoid of a fully- 
equipped missionary muchilnery, In 
the language of « distioguished 
colleague, Bighop Dickerson: *©The 
z$ubject of Missions is of fundamental im- 
portance, The a1vance and epread of 
the Redeemer's kingdom, the reaching 
out of the gospel to take in and embrace 
the world, is of far more importance 
than the parceling out - of that work 
which is already firmly etablisbed.” 
The demands of this department deserve 
the best thought, the m «t skillful and 
thorough anal ysis, that can be given to 
It. The nature, proportions and scope 
of the enterprive nre but imperfectly ap- 
prehended by our ministry, and under- 
stood by our people, If the greatness 
of the numbers and the depth and urgen- 
ey of the need of those in foreign lands 
to whorn, in the providence of God, our 
Church is called to minister the gospel, 
were fully known, our apathy would 
warely-give-placs to the compaxsion with 
which the Lord loockea down upon the 
multitude, *4cattered abtoud as aheep 
having no shepherd.” 

The time has fully come when broader 
and more vigorous measures should be 
devised to satisfy this great and growing 
demand. Evasive pleas of ignorance, 
poverty and home wants will no longer 
relieve us of respousibility, Gd holds 
men as muct responsivle for what they 
might bave xnown as for what they do 
not know, It is a standing” reflection of 
our Lord and Saviour—s reflection, too, 
that we as « church should profit by—

We, the Bishops, Chief Pastors and obedient servants of the «foresaid churches, 
aneembied in jvint council by order of vur respcetive General Conferences, mont re- 
apectſully beg leave to #ubmit the following (or your attention and ovasideration: 

For twenty-cight years, or more, Committees, Comminsions, ani the Bishops, 
of the aforcsaid churches, have been meeting, ſrom time to time, with « view of ef- 
fecting an organic union between these two venrrated bodice; and in keeping with 
the las prayer of our Saviour, making the two denomina'ivns & uait, which is now 
vas in Ecclesiastics! Polity, Faith, Doctrine, Forms and Ucages. For the reaon 
we are both Episcopal Methodist, and are Scripturally cosmopolitan in belief and 
practice, niaintaining as we do, the Fatherhood of God, and the brotherhood of 
man. 

But in every instance 80me non-eavential issue, or definition of gome term, or 
magnified technicality, has intervencd, and the object avught, and 40 much desired, 
has been foiled, thus perpetuating « species of ecclegiantic feuda/izam which bas 
weakened and retarded our religious iafl uence « noag the poopie, and in gome in- 
stances, has been productive of recults paiafully sinful. Too frequently we bave 
eugaged in « competitive warfare, where nothing was at take but the ambitiva of 
denominational conqueet, Especially has this been the cave with many of our min- 
isters and lay members. 

Our two l«st General Conferences which met in Philadetphis and Pitteburgb, Pa. 
respectively, created a joint comminsion, cnsieting of twe:'ve members exoh, repre- 
genting these bodies respectively; ia the month of May, 1892, which twenty-four 
comminsioners met and deliberated ia Harcizvurg, Pa, While this commission did 
not reach « basis of organic uaion wholly eatisfactory to each Genersl Conference, 
they did fiaally evolve #uch progpective twamas and agreemen!, as enabled them to 
decide upon a name. This hitherto insurmountable difficulty, baving been over- 
come, the further disposition of terms, couditioas an1 arraageormnoats for organic un- 
ion, were referred t» the two Episcopal C mncils combincd, and ordoret to be gub- 
mitted to the churches, as bereioafter provid 1, 

That the object may be contummated, Heaven honored, the unity of the church 
#ubcerved, our people made more integral aud the bearts of millions turned toward 
God, we, therefore invoke the prayers, charl y, patience and loving-kindnes, of 
all who are of the household of faith, upon this, the revult »f our prayerſul labor, 

TERMS OF ORGANIQO UNION. 


\st. Finding that both the African Methodin Epizcopal Church, and the African 
Metbodist Hpiscopal Zioa Church bave +u:b an Epigcopal form of government as is 
common to Episcopal Metbodists; and that they alike have the twenty fire articles 
of religion, the general rules, the restrictive rules, and the same ordination, eucha- 
riatic, marriage, baptismal, and burial gervice, with class mootiags, love feasts and 
other forms of worship poculiar to Episcopat Mothodiam; with general, annual, dis- 
triot and quarterly conferences, nad eauch-like. We recommend that they all bs re- 
tained in the United Cburch, with all the rights, prerogatives and responsibilities 
ky at preaeat. 

2d. Finding that both churches believe that the szcred Scriptures, is the word of 
God, and that the ministers and members have a concordant faith upon all the car- 
dinal doctrines of Cbistianity; euch as conviction for ain, juatific tion by faith, 
vanctification by the Holy Spirit, the imm vrtality of the 20ul, the reaurrection of the 
fend, and other fundamental doctrines of Methodiem, which will need no changs 
or modification. We recommend that all statutery laws and rules be cubmitted to 
the Ucited General Conference, for such alterations, mod fieations or addenda, as 
may be found necessary to perfect and perpetuate the unions 

8. As the general conference of both cxnnections have agreed upon & name for 
the United Church, pame'ly: African and Zion Methodist Edigcopal Oburch, we 
oubmit the same for the concurrence of th» hervinafter deeignated conferences and

The several or respective Bizhops presiding over the annual Conferences in each 
connection, On and after Auguet lat, 1892, shall submit these proposftions to 
the zaid Conferences, and the majority vo'se, pro or con, «hall be recotded upon 
the proceedings, and publighed with the minutes, And the Bizhops proeaiding 
zhall certify to the game, with the Conference sccrotary, and forward the coertifi- 
cate to the secretary of their reapective Episcopal board or council. Als, the 
presiding elders aball, as they go the rouads of their quarterly meetiog gervi 
ves, Submit the zame to the quarterly Conferences, ard to all the churches or con. 
gregatious in their several districts during ome hour of their quarterly meeting 
zorvices. And the result of the rote shall be attested by the previding elder, pas- 
tor and the zecretary of the stewards' or trustee board; and the prediding elder
